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Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Regarding claims 1, 9, and 16, applicant argues "Ramaswamy does not process the spoken answers to confirm the correctness of the 
spoken content," and "Ramaswamy does not disclose or suggest processing spoken answers to one of more que stions using an 
automatic speech recognition technique to determine if said spoken answer matches an answer obtained during an enrollment phase." 
However, examiner respectfully disagrees given that on Ramaswamy's Col. 4, lines 59 -62, it is cited that "the verification process may 
also include biometric verfication whereby the person claiming to be the user is prompted for answers to specific questions, such as 
password, mother's maiden name, social security number, etc." These answers are expected to be s poken and are processed by a 
speech recognition engine (Col. 4, lines 15-20). Also the answers to specific questions such as a password, mother's maiden name, and 
social security number, must have been given prior to the verfication process, which is typi cally done in an enrollment phase , and also 
must be verified (correct) in order to allow the user to access the system (Col. 4, lines 54 -55). Examiner emphasizes that the biometric 
verification is a process different from the acoustic verification, which is what applicant refers to as voice print, the biometric verification 
is not to be interpreted as performing an acoustic match of the answers. In addition, applicant's amendment to the claims, "to determine 
if said spoken answer matches an answer obtained during an enrollment phase," is merely an intended use for the process and does not 
limit the scope of the claim. 
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
